Time Will Decide 


MANY AMERICANS will be amaz- 


5 ec to realize that a generation has 


passed since Franklin D. Roosevelt be- 
came president in the depths of'-'the 


; Great Depression and launched- the 
: nation into the hectic era of the New 


Deal. As historians measure time, 25 


; years is, of course, not very long. 
But 


, already some of them have dared to 


• struggle through the mountainous rec- 


• ord of the Roosevelt period in search 
! of patterns of truth. These histories and 
: biographies cannot be the definitive 
\ ones. Too many parts of the story are 
| still to be unfolded in the private pap- 
i ers of men still living. Yet these pre- 
\ liminary insights make a useful back- 


'•• ground for what is to come. , 
. 


THE NEW DEAL was really a two- 


phase affair which lasted about six 
years, roughly half of Mr. Roosevelt's 
total tenure in' office. One phase con- 
cerned itself with recovery from the 
depression. 
It included the famous 


National Recovery Administration, un- 
der which industries adopted codes of 
performance designed to stimulate full- 
er economic activity. Unemployment 
relief, easy credit to business, farmers, 
homeowners and others, and a'broad 
public works program were other fea- 
tures. If the volume of unemployed be 
taken as an index of recovery, then 
this part of the New Deal was never 
wholly successful.. For in 1939, on the 
eve of World .War II and our defense 
program, we still had 10 million-unem- 
ployed, as against a peak of 16 million 
in the worst ofjlhe depression. .The 
other phase tof- th'c'New Deal focussed 
on longran|e social'legislatjon—social 
security, unemployment, compensation, 


\ protection of citizens' bank deposits, 
.,aids to housing, permanent credit and 
-.tmortgage organizations, and the like. 


; 
AMERICAN businessmen reserved 


Hheir stiffest opposition for these ele- 
,ments of FDR's program. Yet most of 
{them weathered the assault, and today 
i are largely accepted by both major par- 


• ties as an enduring part of the na- 


'•• lion's economic and social system. Con- 
gress swung sharply toward conservat- 
jism after the 1938 elections. The bar- 
Briers proved insurmountable to Mr. 
-Roosevelt. At that point the New Deal 
.as an expanding and developing pro- 
gram came to'an abrupt and final halt. 
.Some say the social changes it produc- 
jed were long.overdue. Some have ar- 
fgued that industry might have kept 
': federal hands off many.fields had it 
jalertly assumed burdens Washington 
; took-on in that era. Whatever the fact, 
;the New Deal.as a collection of welfare 
Imeasures lives on. Historians genera- 
tions from now will decide whether 
:Franklin D. Roosevelt's stature as its 
; architect was or was not greatly lessen- 


.1 ed by the fact that he could not at the 


i time construct a full economic recovery.

' They j.felt it so strongly they 
placed a telephone call to the can- 
didate, Comptroller J. Millard 
Tawes after the House of Dele- 
gates last night voted down for a 
sixth time Gov. McKeldin's plan 
to boost the' sales and income 
taxes 50 per cent each. 


Going To Annapolis 


Tawes said he would be in An- 


napolis today to "look over the 
land." 


He told newsmen he feels "the 


time has come now when some 
action has got to be taken." 


The legislators got no firm 


agreement, from him that he 
would step in and try to break a 
General Assembly deadlock which 
has existed since last Thursday 
midnight, when by the calendar 
and most interpretations of the 
Constitution it should have ended. 


Tawes has let it be known pri- 


vately that he favors the gover- 
nor's program as a sound fiscal 
step and reportedly has sought to 
influence some votes for it.

The Legislature went in session 


late. The Ways and Means-Com- 
mittee brought out the governor's 
tax plan for a sixth vote, and it 
was beaten 55-61, needing 62 votes 
for passage. 


Beat Down Sales Tax 


Basically the same combination 


of Eastern Shore Democrats, Bal- 
timore City Democrats and West- 
ern Maryland Republicans — all 
rigidly opposed to any increase in 
the sales tax beat it down again.

Well, since you ask for light, 
ruth compels me to call atten- 
on to the proverb (distilled folk 
visdom) that says: "Birds of a 
eather flock together and water, 
eeks its own level." This is an- 
ther way of phrasing a principal 
)f universal law. namely, that 
he substance of one's attitude 
determines his experience over- 
all 


No doubt this explains much of 


your difficulty and distress in 
the present environment. You 
are as critical of others, in an 
insistently self-righteous, flaw- 
seeking way, as they are critical 
of you. So the partial solution, 
surely, is to reform your own at- 
titude; and to that extent heal 
the bad will that exists in the of- 
fice. And perhaps as you change 
for

Be Charitable, 
Not Assertive 


As for how to introduce soft- 


ness and charm into your behav- 
ior, and thus disarm habitual 
critics, I think you might start 
hy facing your own shortcomings 
in the job you do; and thus be- 
come properly modest about your 
skills as stenographer and sec- 
retary. 


Judged on the basis of your 


letter fwhich I face-lifted for pub- 
lication). you aren't a first-rate 
typist, and neither are you good 
secretary material. Your letter 
is sloppy — carelessly composed, 
poorly distributed on the page, 
pock-marked with typographical 
errors. This is multiple evidence 
of laziness and/or lack of skill; 
also lack of attention to detail. 


Moreover, an employe is strik- 


ng the wrong note, showing him- 
self in a bad light, if, after some 
time on the job, he is still pester- 
ng the boss for clarification of 
minor points — in a spirit of 
catching the boss in error. The 
good employe makes a quick 
study of the boss, to learn to fol- 
low his thinking, and do his work- 
to his liking, without acting offi- 
cious.

a pair of dark glasses over a stee 
rimmed regular pair. 


Bruce made a routine reques 


ror an operator's license and founc 
it in the name of a .James B 
Martin of Denver, Colo. But th 
car, just purchased, was register 
ed to M.L. Johnson of Huntingdon 


Potter said Johnson existed anc 


he was borrowing his car. 


Bruce took him in for question 


ng. At Co. B headquarters in 
South Charleston. tha 57-year-olc 
ex-bank employe was recognize, 
mmediately by Lieut.'W.R. Calla 
jhan, who had known Potter while 
stationed in Fayette County.
